CARLYLE, ILL., IS THE SCENE OF 
THE GREAT THEFTS. 


RAMSEY’S BANK THE VICTIM. 


Peculations Have Extended Over 
Many Years and Inquiry Reveals 
“Almost Unprecedented Thievery. 


The Grand-jury of Clinton County, IL, 
retfrned two indictments Tuesday against 
B. H. Niehoff, for seven years cashier of 
the bank of Rufus N. Rameey at Carlyle, 
Ii. Both charge him with the embezzie- 
ment of specific sums of money from the 
funds of the bank. 

With this action another chapter is added 
to one of the most stupendous banking 
frauds that has ever been disclosed—a 
fraud involving in disaster hundreds of 
small depositors and bringing shame end 
disgrace upon the once honored name of 
one of Illinois’ State Treasurers. 

It means a further probing into and the 
airing of a mass of financial rottenness that 
almost surpasses belief. Hints and sus- 
picions of a regular aystem of robbery will 


become common knowledge, for there is 
proof of it all that cannot be gainsaid. 

And in the fixing of the responsibility for 
this wrholewale looting of years, it ik by no 
means certain that Nichoff will be the only 
man upon.whose shoulders guilt may be 
fastened. There are others who breathed 
more freely when the Grand-jury adjourned 
without returning true bills against any one 
pave the ex-cashier, but that is another part 
of the story. 

When Rufus N. Rameey died, Nov. 11, 
1864, there was no man who stood higher 
than he in all that part of Illinois. Generous 
and free with his money, the ieader in every 
public movement, he was regarded as the 
soul of honor and nesty. His bank had 
been tooked upon fjr years as a Gibraltar in 
fmancied Strength)’ A witisper against its 
firmness implied ‘énvy or imbecility in the 
whisperer. if ’

For a tim¢/ there was not a breath of 
suspicion to/betoken the storm that soon 
was to break; but it came, Depositors clam- 
ored for their money at the s of the 
bank. It was not forthcoming. Hints of a 
heavy shortage followed. Then came the 
alarming’report that a defaication of nearly 
e half million dollars had been discovered in 
the State Treasurer's office.. 

Matters grew from bad to worse, Depos- 
ftors became panic-stricken. The case went 
into the courts and claims were filed. The 
Chicago bankers, who had been on Ram- 
pey’s bond and secretly made good to the 
State Treasury the dead man’s pilferings, 
were seeking also to recover their money. 
Carlyle and all the surrounding country 
were torn up over the affair, and ‘there was 
@ strong echo in Springfield and Chicago. 

Still there was not a word of it all in the 
newspapers. The country correspondents 
were throttled. People wondered what was 
the matter. Finally after Christmas the 
Post-Dispatch learned of the state of af- 
fairs. An investigation was made and the 
etory given to the world as fully as it could 
then be obtained. 

But the half of kt is yet untol4d.. No one 
knew at that time the extent of the depre- 
dations of Rameey and the men he con- 
trolled, the reckless pillage of poor and rich 
alike, the absolute lack of all principle in 
the prosecution of the ‘wsiness, the persist- 
ent robbing of Peter to pay Paul, the foro- 
ing of balances, doctoring of accounts and 
begging, borrowing and stealing outside 
funds with which to stave off the inevitable 
crash that must take them all down in 
ruin. 

Death forced the crisis sooner than it 
otherwise would have come. Had Ramsey 
lived the wreck might have been more far- 
reaching, but it could scarcely have been 
more complete. 

After the excitement over this expose by 
the Post-Dispatch had tn e measure died 
out, the investigation into the status of 
Ramecy's affairs was oriered by the County 
Court. EB. P. Keshner of the firm of Keshner 
Gros., general merchants and for years 
connected with the bank of Schafly Bros. 
at Carlyle, was chosen to do the work. 

Young Rameey, in his capacity as admin- 
tstrator, objected. He wanted some Chicago 
man appointed, but the creditors by a unan- 
mous petition insisted upon Keshner and 
carried their point. He was a man in whom 
they all bad absolute confidence. 

During ell this young Ramsey kept in- 
sisting that his father’s books were all right, 
trying his best to stave off the examination. 
Now that the amazing contrary has‘ been 
found to be the case, the son has had no 
explanation to offer of his former assertions 
about she books. 

It is upon the Information disclesed by 
Examiner Keshner in his report back to the 
court that the indictments against Niehoff 
are based. He took his report before the 
Grand-jury end the facts he ewore to in his 
evidence were incorporated in it. 

After a study of ft the wonder is that 
' pther indictments were not returned against 
Niehoff. But this also is another par) of

wast Gt. Louis. It was drawn in favor of 
Podan Bros. & Co. of Portsmouth, O., for 
$384.10. 

In the ordinary course of business this 
paper got to Ramsey’s bank and was there 
discovered. On the back of it in Niehoff’s 
handwriting are the following indorse- 
ments: “Pd. $100, July 3, "94; pd. $75, Aug. 8, 
‘94; pd. $100, Sept. 15, "S94." Keshner found 
the bank books showed that these payments 
had been made, but he could find no trace 
of the additional payments. 

Hence he went to Berger. The latter toll 
him thet he had paid the rest of the money 
to Niehoff after Ramsey’s death. He so 
ewore before the Grand-jury. Keshner now 
has the note in his possession. 

The other indictment was found on a note 
drawn by Attorney Frank C. Smith of East 
St. Loui, and indorsed by his father-in- 
Yew, Maj. Gam Johnson of Huey, a little 
town near Carlyle. It was for $400. It was 
also collected individually by Niehoff with 
nothing to show that the bank ever gut the 
money. | 

Keshner declares that there are dozens of 
instances where Niehoff pursued the same 
course with reference to other notes and 
his whole report t so full of astounding 
irregularities on this man’s part that it 
would be impracticable to enumerate them 
all, or even ‘hadt. 

During Nichoff’s life in Carlyle he was a 
lavish spender of money. No one knew 
whence it come, but such was the faith in 
Ramsey’s bank that no suspicion of the 
real truth was eroused. 

The highest. salary the cashier ever got 
while in Ramsey's employ was $70. Still 

he was one of the boys, played poker, bought 
drinks, and lived like a lord. This was es- 
pecially true during the years 1893 and 1894, 
when his employer was in Springfield, and 
the books here first began to show their 
alarming irregularities. 

Ramsey. ran his bank entirely without 
system, so that Niehoff had the best oppor- 
tunity in the world to juggle the books. 
Still no one could fail on a comparative 
examination of them to locate the errors. 
Either Ramsey knew of what was going 
; on and did not dare reproach his cashier 
_for his practices because the latter knew 
too much, or else had absolutely ignored 
caution, leaving the entire management of 
the money to his young employe. 

To show, in some measure, the methods 
emloyed by the cashier in his patent system 
of finance, a few illustrations will be given. 
They are taken from Keshner’s report now 
on file in the’Clinton County Circuit Court. 

In Niehoff’s individual account with the 
“Dank the journal shows that he should 
have been credited with 10 cents. In trans- 
ferring this to the balance book he takes 
credit for $100. April 9 he drew out $158.85; 
he charges himself with $8.85. May 26 he 
drew $62.03, and gave himself credit for 

7.97. This sort of thing was kept up 
aily until Ramsey’s death, the amounts on 
the journal and balance book never corre- 
sponding. 

At the wind up Niehoff makes himself 
overdrawn $44.50. Keshner’s figufes show 
that he owes the bank on this account $876.20, 

On one page in Keshner’s record appear 
the following statements: 

April 8, 1889, certificate of deposit issued 
to Philip Frank for $4.25. Stub in the book 
calls for $6.25. When paid charged up for 
$46.25. 

May 16, 1889, certificate of deposit issued 
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From the New York Journal.

LIFE-SAVERS ARE 


First Blizzard of the Season Swoops 
Down on New York and 


Her Neighbors. 
—_— = 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—A violent storm 
born on the Gulf of Mexico struck this 
city last night. The storm moved very 
slowly northward during the day, and 
in the evening was central at Norfolk, Va., 
and still moving slowly northward. There 
was rain along the southern coast and 
at Norfolk there was 1.30 inches. Hurri- 
cane signals floated along the greater part 
of the Atlantic Coast, for the storm threat- 
ened great danger to shipping. 

In this city the temperature was at the 
freezing. point, and the wind blew at 36 
miles an hour. At Sandy Hook it- was 
42 miles and the same at Nantucket, while 
at Block Island, which is almost always 
the point on the coast whére the wind is 
the strongest when there is a big storm, 
it was blowing at 60 miles an hour. 

From Egg Harbor, N. J., it was reported 
that the storm promises to be ofte of the 
worst ever known there. The thermometer 
has fallen 24 deg., and the wind is blowing 
40 miles an hour, and constantly increasing. 
Constant flurries of snow fill the air. Every- 
thing along the coast has been made ready. 
The life-saving patrols have been doubled 
in anticipation of wrecks and every man 
has been notified to be on duty. The only 
wreck so far reported is that of the coal- 
laden schooner Grace K. Green, which was 
abandoned between Long Branch and the 
Highlands. The crew were taken off by the

PENSION RULING. .. 


Desertion After Previous Honorable 
Service Is No Bar. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—There are sev- 
eral important rulings in the administration 
of the pension laws made in recent decis- 
ions of Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
Reynolds. One of them is that a desertion 
from the regular army under am® enlistment 
subsequent to a service and honorable dis- 
charge from the rebellion is not a bar to 
pension under the act of June 27. The 
original holdings of the previous adminis- 
tration in first construing this act and all 
subsequent. decisions have been overruled 
because it Is held the honorable discharge 
contemplated under the act is from a serv- 
ice in the war of the rebellion only. It is 
reiterated that, in harmony with the plain 
terms of the June act and all prevjous de- 
cistons, dishonorable discharge operates as 
a bar to pension to the soldier or his widow 
and children under that act, but it Is not a 
bar to such pension under the general law 
for disabilities contracted in the service or 
for death from causes originating therein.

JAPAN'S AGGRESSION. 


Overshadowing All Else in Hawaii, 
Which Explains the American 
Annexation Movement. 


SAN DIBDGO, Cal., Dec. 16.—The secret of 
Henry Cooper’s mission to the United 
States is out. Mr. Cooper is the Hawaiian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. He formerly 
lived in San Diego, and was a prominent 
member of the bar. He is here to-day and 
is quoted as saying that he came to the 
United States to urge annexation, owing to 
the fear that the Hawaiian Government 
has of Japan. 

The. situation in Hawall, according to 
Judge Cooper, is that the Japanese far out- 
number all other foreigners. The Amer- 
icans are a handful in comparison. Hawaii 
has a treaty with Japan and cannot ex- 
clude the Japanese, who are pouring into 
the country steadily and pushing into 
evéry business.

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from Manilla says: 

The Provinces of Bulacan, Cavite and 
Ta Guna are still rebel strongholds. The 
Spanish garrison, under Gen. Aguirre, holds 
the town and fortress of Old Javite, thougn 
surrounded by rebels, except on the coast, 
which the Spanish flotilla dominates. 

The situation at Manilla is very strange, 
The citizens are living in a state of siege, 
but admirable order is preserved. Execu- 
tions are of such common occurrence as to 


cause not the least excitement. The su- 


birhe of the city for four miles away are 
subject to intermittent raids by the rebels, 
who, after exchanging shots with the Span- 
ish pickets, retire toward Cavite, eight 
miles away. The effects of the bombard- 
ments are visible on the outlying roads, 
which contain the luxurious residences of 
wealthy Spaniards and Mestizos, which are 
now all deserted, and the streets of the city 
are guarded by troops. 

here is no panic and confidence is grow- 
ing. Military bands play on afternoons, 
society takes its drives as usual, and the 
cafes are thronged, mostly by officers. 

The chief danger the Spanish dread is 
the spread of disaffection among the na- 
tives forming the third tie of 2,800 men, 
all of Spanish descent. he latter are 
treacherous and disloyal, excepting in a 
few regiments, but they are excellent fight- 
ing material in guerrilla operations. hey 
are hardy and brave, and would be formid- 
able for fresh European troops. 

The Spanish policy is to await reinforce- 
ments before overwhelming the rebels. Ag- 
gressive movements on a large scale are 
not yet possible. 

Gen. Blanco, in an interview, states that 
2.000 more troops are coming, which is 
eufficient indication of the extent of the 
rebellion, which is supported by at least 
100,000 active insurgents. Of these, one-quaer- 
ter are armed and used to solid earth- 
works, while many have only barbarous 
weapons. 

The leaders of the rebels are nearly all 
Chinese and Mepstizos. The latter display 
undoubted skill, while the natives fight well, 
though the Spanish troops make gallant 
atiempts to dislodge tthem. 

Gen. Blanco leaves here at tthe end of this 
month, to. the great regret of the people 
and the natives. He was trusted by the 
Spaniards and admired by foreigners, who 
respected his honest record. The church 
regards tthe change as a gain. His succes- 
sor, Gen. Polavieja, is a typical soldier. 

To-day an entire native column deserted 
at San Jose, in the Province of Bulacan, 
taking their equipments over to the rebels. 
One hundred and seventy prisoners have 
escaped from Cavite, but all were recap- 
tu and shot. 

A Spanish column. of 2,000 men, with two 
guns, has been dispatched to San Jose, 
with the object of dislodging the rebels, 
who are reported to number 8,000.

The report of the Grievance Committee 
that the United Labor League of Western 
Pennsylvania was not an affiliation bod 
and its. aplication could not be considered, 
Was concurred in. 

The report that the stationary engineers 
and marine engineers at St. Louis should 
belong to separate organizations was 
adopted. 

The report that the Brewers’ Union of 
New York be given until Jan. 1 to comply 
with the-conditions of an agreement pro- 
vided for at the last convention brought 
out a long discussion on the old trouble 
with brewers and coopers of New York, 
which consumed most of the forenoon ses- 
sion. Some charged that the action of the 
New York Brewers’ Union was such that 
they should have been refused represen- 
tation in the convention this year. 

Mr. Clark reviewed the Olney arbitration 
bill at length and urged that all labor or- 
ganizations exercise their influence to secure 
the passage of this bill and that there would 
be no trouble over reductions or other 
changes in the event of it becoming iaw.

DUTY ON SILVER 


Senator Teller Says the Idea Is Very 
Foolish. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Senator Teller 
was asked to-day for his opinion of the 


roposition which, it has been stated, would 
“ incorporated in the new tariff bill for a 
duty on silver, and replied: 

“It is a very foolish-idea. If they think 
they can’ catch the silver men by. any such 
soap as that they are mistaken. It wouwld 
only emphasize the claim.of the gold men 
that silver is a mere commodity. If a duty 
of 50 cents an ounce was placed on silver it 
would not raise the price of silver a cent. 
The price of silver is fixed abroad, where it 
is used. The only silver that is imported 
into this country is from Mexico, upon 
which people in this country make a profit 
in handling. That is all right and there 
can be no objection to it. -The silver thus 
imported is shipped out again.- The price of 
silver is fixed by the countries which use it 
for money and in the arts. We don’t use 
more than $10,000,000 In the arts.” 

Members of the House Ways and Means 
Committee say ‘that the reports sent from 
Wi ington outlining a scheme for a duty 
on silver in the new tariff bill is merety 
a fiction. No such proposition n 
considered in the preliminary discussions 
of the bill wkich the Republicans have had, 
although tt has been generally underetood 
that there would ‘be a duty on ell ores of 
which silver is a_bi-product. 

A member of the committee said to-day: 
“A duty on silver would be as useless as a 
duty on rain water, for the reason that no 
silver is imported into this country. The 
ony thing we can do for the silver miners 
will be to put a duty on Mexican lead ore, 
of which silver ts a bi-product. By doing 
this we will give protection to tthe lead 
industries and incidentally to the silver 

ners. No such scheme as a siding tariff 
on silver bullion.based on its market price 
has been thought of.’’

THE POLICE BOARD’S DUTY. 


It,is doubtful df such an “emergency” 
has arisen in St. Louis as was contem- 
plated by the statute, but in the eyes of 
the citizens at. least’ the action of the 
Police Board in declaring an emergency 
and taking action to meet it Is justified 
by existing conditions. 

That the police force as at present con- 
stituted.is inadequate for the protection 
of life and property in St, Louis has been 
clearly demonstrated by the events of 
the last few weeks. 
sixty-four patrolmen in order ‘to avert a 
deficit in. the available funds of the Board 
would have greatly aggravated the diffi- 
culties of the situation, and would prob- 
ably have marked the beginning of a car- 
nival of lawlessness. The fact that the 
means of protection had been still further 
reduced would without doubt have been: 
taken advantage of by the lawless classes, 
and they would have become, if possible, 
bolder and more’reckless. No good citizen 
could contemplate with equanimity the 
prospect of an incredse of violence and 
crime, and the Police Board seems to 
have takew the only ‘possible course to 
avert it. 

While this is true, the Police Board it- 
self must meet the “emergency,” by do- 
ing its full duty. There is. simply no 
doubt whatever that: the demonstrated 
inadequacy of the police force is not due 
It is 
due in large part to incompetence, to a 


‘lack of that stern discipline to which a 


police force should be always subjected,, 
and to.favoritism., There are men on the 
police. force who ought to have been dis- 
missed years ago, but who ‘have been 
kept in place from ‘weak sentimentalism 
or by reason of their political “‘pull.” 
There are others om the ferce who ought 
never. to have been there at all, and who 
would not have been there but for the 
subsérvience of the Board to political in- 
fluences. ~ a" ; 3

HE WAS A MAN. 

Indignation and disgust at the cowardly 
and inhuman murder of Antonio Maceo 
is increased by the révelation, in the let- 
ter published by the Cuban Junta, of the 
manner of man Maceo was. The world 
knew him as a dauntless soldier and a 
skillful military commander, but his ex- 
|alted personal character and generosity 
of disposition were not revealed to it 
until after his death. 

In the last letter written by Maceo to 
the Junta he referred in the strongest 
terms of praise to his subordinate, Gen. 
Ruiz Rivera. The letter was not couched 
im the perfunctory terms usually em- 
ployed in militafy dispatches, in which 
“the gallant and meritorious service’ of 
a subordinate is referred to in general 
terms. It emphasized particular excel- 
lences, referred to Rivera as “having 
shown a coolness, a wisdom and a strat- 
egic talent even superior to my own,” 
and declared him worthy of the chief 
command of the Cuban army. 

Such a letter is only possible to men 
of great souls. We cannot conceive of a 
little man, vain, pompous, illled with 
small jealousies and resentments, and 
withal uncertain of himself and his own 
power to impress himself upon his work, 
writing such words of a subordinate 
officer. They mark the man of clear in. 
tellect, generous temper and pure patriot- 
ism, 

That such a man should have been led 
like a sheep to the shambles, betrayed 
to death by treachery and the violation 
of the rules of honorable warfare, adds 
to the shame and pity of it all. Men of 
that stamp are not so common that the 
world can lose Antonio Maceo without a 
sense of irreparable loss.

An iron molder, whose name the police fre- 
fuse to give, furnished information tto Des- 
mond Tuesday that he thinks will result in 
the capture of the robbers. 

According to the police, at least two of the 
robbers are personally known ‘to their in- 
formant, and he has furnished -their names 
to Desmond. . 

George Wilson, who was with Eddie Mor- 
rissey when the latter deposited the money 
in the brewery, which was afterwards 
stolen by the robbers, has informed Des- 
mond that about a week ago he saw a Man 
in a barber shop in North St. Louls who 
closely resembled a man who came into the 
‘brewery office and looked over Morrissey’s 
‘shoulder as he was counting the monty. Hs 
description of the man tallies with that 
given by the iron molkier as one of the rob- 
bers. 

Just when the latter came to know the 
identity of the robbers the police refuse to 
state, but the prompt manner in wh.ch they 
took up the clew shows that they regard 
the information as i rtant. 

Accord'ng to the molder, the robbers 
are out-of-town people, who came here for 
the purpose of committing a big robbery. 
They were accompanied by a woman and 
during their stay boarded in the vicinity 
of Ninth and North Market streets. 

Immediately after the robbery the men 
fled to their room, where they remained 
hidden until the following Sunday, when 
they and the woman left town. Thev made 
‘their exit from the city via the North Mar- 
ket street ferry. The molder who furnished 
this information lives in the same locility. 
He said the men came here about two weeks 
prior to the robbery, and that he became ac- 
quainted with two of them in neighbor.ng 
saloons. 

The molder claims that the woman and 
two of the men returned to the city about 
@ week ago, and were seen by him on 
North Broadway about a week ago. All of 
them were well dressed, in new clothes. Sev- 
eral detectives will take the molder in tow 
to-day and ecour the city for the supposed 
robbers.

GRAIN WEIGHED CHEAPLY. 


Reduction of Fees a Result of Strict 
= | 


Men on ‘Change were happy Wednesday 
Over the news that the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners had ordered Chief In- 
spector J. C. A. Hiller. to reduce the fees 
for weighing grain. The Board of Commis- 
sioners directed that after Jan. 1 the fees 
éor weighing grain in car load lots in end 
out be reduced from 36 cents to 2% cents, and 
for weighing grain in and out of barges 

cents to 30 cents per 1,000 bushels. 
trenief Inspector Hiller said that the fees 
for weighing had been restored to the old 
figures because during the past year great 
economy had been exercised in the depart- 
ment. The force was reduced, and the gal- 
aries of those who were retained were cut. 
In this way an indebtedness of this d rt- 
ment to the Arbitration Committee of $1,500 
as =r out and a surplus of $6,000 accu- 
mulated. “That surplus will be sufficient,” 
. “to tide us over the dull season, 
will last until the new crop begins 
to move. 

‘“The reduction in fees wil’ amount to over 
$4,000 a year in St. Louis and Kansas City. 
Over $3,000 of that amount will be saved to 
the St. Louis grain men. 

“The increase in the amount of grain 
handled was not a prominent dactor in the 
reduction of fees. From Jan. 1 to Nov. 1 
this year 19,867 cars were weighed, and 27,- 
436 cars inspected in St. Louis Those num- 
bers include the amount of barge grain 
weighed and inspected, and they represent 
an increase of 10 per cent over last year. 

“If the volume of grain increases there 
will be a cut in the inspection fees. In or- 
der that the income of the office may stand 
the cut just ordered it may be necessary 
to cut off a weigher stationed at St. Joseph. 
The mvenue at that point does not equal the 
expense.’”’

CITY. COUNSELOR DUBIOUS. 


Board of Commissioners Can Announce 
an Emergency, but That Does 
Not Raise Funds. 


The police force is to be decreased sixty- 
four men and increased 200 men. The Board 
of Commiesioners so decided Tuesday night. 

Comptroller Sturgeon é6ays it can’t be done, 
and City Counselor Marshall foresees diffi- 
culties, but the Board is rocking peacefully 
along and preparing to do it anyhow. 

Chief Harrigan has faith in the Board’s 
power and is pleased at the prospect of the 
net increase of 136 patrolmen. 

The Boaré met Tuesfay evening, and, 
as the Post-Dispatch announced exclusively 
it would, passed a resolution containing the 
following provisions: 

That, owing to an insufficient appropria- 
tion, sixty-four patrolmen should be 
dropped, the least efficient men to be ée- 
lected Saturdey, Dec. 21. 

That whereas it has become necessary to 
reduce the force at a critical period; that 
there has been an unprecedented outbreak 
of crime in St. Louis beyond the power of 
the police force to cope with, and there has 
been an influx of criminals from other 


places; that present indications do not 
promise any immediate change in condi- 
t s or cessation of crime; that members 
of the board have satisfied themselves that 
the fault Nes in the inadequate number of 
the police; therefore ft is 

- lved, That an ampongendy exists and 
is hereby declared according to law therefor 
made and provided 

“Resolved, That 


such time as in the judg- 
ment of this board criminal conditions are 
under more thorough control. 

“Resolved, That these emergency specials 
be selected at a special meeting to be held 
turday, Dec. 19, 1896, at 3 o’clock p. m.” 

The law under which the Commissioners 
declare that an emergency exists is con. 
tained in Seotion 6 of the act creating the 
Board of sioners. 

After stipulating the number of police- 
men to be employed, the act reads: 

“Provided, however, That for extraordi- 
nary emergencies the Board may raise 
euch additional force as the exigency may 
in their judgment demand.” 

Tt was under this law tha? additional po- 
Meemen were employed after the tornado. 

To pay these extra men a special appro- 
priation will be reguired. Whether it is 
made or not depends on the temper of the 
Municipal Assembly. The commissioners 
can employ the men, but the Assembly can 
refuse % provide for their payment, and in 
euch an event it would necessary to 

mandamus proceedings against the 
city to compel the passage an appropria- 
tion bill. 


“Can (he Commissioners increase the po- 
lice foresee bécause of an emergency without 
the consent of the Municipal Assembly?” 
This question was put to City Counselor 
Marshall. 

“Yes,” said he, “but the Assembly can 
refuse toa propriate funds for the payment 
of their salaries. The members of the As- 
eembly may claim that the emergency did 
not exist or was not so great as the law con. 
templated.”

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” “IN JAIL FOR SIX WEEKS. 
‘Perkins Was Overlooked and Thus 
| Kept Locked Up. 
The fact that Andrew Perkins was kept in 
jail for more. than six weeks with no 
charge against him, and efter the Grand- 
jury had investigated his case and exon- 
erated him from the crime with which he 
had been charged, appears to give but little 
worry to those responsible for the false im- 

prisonment. 

On July 15, Perkins was held to the Grand- 
jury in a $300 bond on the charge of burglary 
in the second Gegree and larceny. In de- 
fault of bail he was -sent to jail. The 
Grand-jury in its partial report on Oct. 31, 
after an investigation ignored the bill 
against him. A number of other ignored 
bills were returned, and all the prisoners 
save Perkins were released. 

Perkins gained his liberty Tuesday even- 
ing. He had written a note to Judge Ed- 
munds inquiring why he was kept in jail. 
The note was referred to Joseph Judge, 
Clerk of the Criminal Court, who found 
that the Ottober Grand-jury had ignored 
the bill against him, and that he should 
have been liberated on Oct. 31, six weeks 
ago. 

The blame for holding Perkins illegally 
rests with either the Jailer or the Sheriff, 
and‘ both these officials declare that the 
fault is at the door of the other. Deputy 
Jailer Will Wagner says that the Jailer 
never releases the prisoners. That is the 
duty of the Sheriff's forces. 

“The only prisoners we know whom to 
liberate are those serving out jail sen- 
tences,” he said. “These we always lib- 
erate. Perking came here July 15, and an 
entry in our books told us to hold him for 
the Grand-jury. We never would have re- 
leased him. That is the duty of the Sheriff, 
He never did order us to release a prisoner. 
When a bill is ignored Deputy Sheriff Ham- 
mond always takes the indictments, goes 
into the jail, collects all the prisoners who 
are to be released, signs for their release 
and turns them out. He merely overlooked 
Perkins, and now they are trying to shift 
the blame on us.” 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Huebler and Mr. 
Wagner do not agree. “When the Grand- 
jury reported,” said. Mr. Huebler, “we 
turned the papers over to the Jailer and 
it was his duty to release all the prisoners 
against »whom a true bill was not found. 
This has always been the custom.’’

SENOR AQUABELLA’S CONCERT. 


Secret Recruiting Going On at a Great 
Rate Throughout the South 
and West. 


Senor Ramon Aquabella, who is getting 
up a concert to aid the cause of Cuba Libre, 
is in danger of landing himself behind the 
bars. 

Public sentiment is so heavily in favor of 
Cuba that Mr. Aquabella would probably 
have a larger audience were it not that all 
who paid their way into his concert would 
be equally liable under sec. 6286 of the United 
States Neutrality Act. 

Assistant United States Circuit Attorney 
Anthony, who speaks Spanish fluently, is 
thoroughly posted on the Cuban situation. 
He is equally well posted on the duties of 
his office. When he learned that his Cuban 
friend Aquabella intended giving a concert 
to raise money for the insurgent cause, he 
saw in it a hostile act towards ae friendly 

ower and indicted the panies @ note call- 
ng his attention to the following section of 
the neutrality act: ; 

Every person who, within the territory or 
jurisdiction of the United States, begins or 
sets on foot or a or prepares the 
means for any military expedition or enter- 
prise, to be carried on from,thence against 
the territories or dominions*of any foreign 
prince or State, colony, district or people 
with whom the United States are at peace, 
shall be deemed guilty of a high misde- 
meanor and shall be fined mot exceeding 
$3,000 and imprisoned for not more 
three years. 

Under this section the audience and the 
perdormers, as well as the managers, would 

@ equally guilty. The concert is off for 
the present, but will be given later prob- 
ably to raise a hospital fund for the wound- 
ed soldiers of Cuba. This seems to be the 
only way of evading the statute. Even 
then Mr, Anthony says prosecution would 
follow if it developed that the money had 
been diverted to other uses than those ad- 
vertised. 

If the United States’ neutrality act, which 
was passed in 1818, after our last war with 
England, can scare off the public raising of 
funds for the insurgent cause, its drastic 
features have no terrors, either for organiz- 
ers o1 enlisters for the insurgent cause. 
The law covering their case is as follows: 

“Every citizen of the United States who, 
within the territory or jurisdiction thereof, 
accepts and exercises a commission to serve 
a foreign prince, State, colony, district or 
people in war by land or by sea, against 
any prince, State, colony, district or people, 
with whom the United States are at peace, 
Shall be deemed guilty of a high misde- 
meanor and shall be fined not more than 
2,000 and imprisonment not more than three 
years.”’ 

It will be noticed that both sections not- 
ed are conjunctive, calling for both fine and 
imprisonment. Both sections, particularly 
the enlisting clause, are being flagrantly 
violated. 

All through the United States, particu- 
larly through the West and South, whers 
thousands of men are idle, agents of the 
insurgents are oqtectne men, money end 
arms for service in the field. The work is 
being done with the greatest secrecy. Men 
who have had military tr are pre- 
ferred. The insurgents are not 50 mu in 
need of men as they are of money or arms, 
The recruits that are sent out from Ameri- 
ca are trained fighters.

UNDER THE LAW THE CITY ifAY 
HAVE HOLDOVEBRS. 


IT IS A QUEER TANGLE. 


Probability Is That the Legislature 
Will Be Called on to Take Ac- 
tion in the Matter. 


The joint committee of the Council and 
House of Delegates, which has been hold- 
ing secret meetings for the past two weeks 
and fixing up new ward boundaries, made 
its report to the House of Delegates Tues- 
day night. 

The aim of the committee was to give to 
each ward as nearly as possible 5,000 vot- 


ers, as required by the charter, without 
disturbing the precinct lines or: interfering 
with the chances for Republican success in 
the spring election. 

They will probably succeed if the work 
begun by them ts carried into effect by the 
Municipal Assembly in bringing down con- 
fusion upon themselves and a great many 
other people beside. 

Competen? lawyers believe that the legal- 
ity of the proposed redistriction can be 
effectually attacked. City Counselor, Mar- 
shall admits the existence of the grounds 
on which this belief is based, but declines 
%0 expresS an opinion on the point. He, 
however, suggests the possibility of the 
entire city election being vitiated by rea- 
son of failure of the election law to pro- 
vide for such an emergency. 

The contention that the proposed redis- 
triction is illegal is based upon the pro- 
visions of the City Charter that Rosetta, 
Pleventh and Twelfth streets, Jefferson ave- 
nue and the old city limits, 660 feet west of 
Grand avenue, shall always remain perma- 
nent ward division Hines. The redistriction 
of 1892 ignored this provision, as does aiso 
the present one. 

In 1885 the General Assembly passed an act 
whith provided that in the event of failure 
on the part of the municipal authorities by 
any town or city to change the ward lines 
within 12 months after the passage of the 
act, the Judge of any Circuit Court having 
jurisdiction might appeint a redistriction 
commission on the application of ten 
zens. This commes was not to be gov- 
erned or controlled by the old ward lines. 

Mr. Marshall says this law was a “one- 
act play,’’ as its provisions were not con- 
tinuos. It ie now “defunctive officio,” but 
redistricting commissions continue to take 
advantage of its exemptions governing the 
division lines. 

Mr. Marshall says the Municipal Assembly 
has the power to make a redistriction and 
to make it this year, but if it insists upon 
exercising it, he forsees as an imminent pos- 
sibility, that the courts will declare the 
spring election void, and that will result in 
all the elective officers holding over two 
years, or until the next regular election. 

e act of 18% creating the Board of 
Election Commiss eTs @rescribes their 
duties. Redistriction at this time would 
impose upon them duties which they are 
not authorized to perform, but which must 
be performed if the results of the election 
are to stand. 

The Election Commissioners are empow- 
ered to thange the precinct lines within 90 
days following a general election, so as 
to give to each as near as possible 300 vot- 
ers within established ward limits. 

The Board is also given power to appoint 
edges and clerks of election, and. their 
qualifications are set down. They are ap- 
pointed sixty days prior to a general elec- 
tion and their terms continue until sixty 
days prior to the next general. election. 
They must officiate at all special, local or 
municipal elections during that period. 

The proposed redistriction will throw many 
precincts into new wards. The board can- 
not change the consecutive numerical order 
of the precincts and it cannot appoint new 
judges and clerks. 

The judges and clerks of a given precinct 
are appointed as such. They cannot serve 
in another met, or the same precinct 
with a changed numerical designation.

A HOOSIER FATHER TRACES HIS 
ERRING PROGENY. 


HE WAS A LEVEE TRAMP. 


Though Offered a Fortine and Im- 
munity From Work, He Wiil 
Not Return Home.

James K. Holicraft ran away from home 
g@even years ago, and etruck the hard side 
of a soft snap. 

He is the only son of E. P. T. Hollcraft, 
a retired merchant of Albin, Crawford Coun- 
ty, Ind., end has a millionaire uncle living 
in the same é6ection. 

There was a pathetic meeting between 
father and son at the Chestnut street 5ta- 
tion, Tuesday afternoon, brought about 
through the efforts of the St. Louis police. 

Holicraft is 23 years of age. Ever since 
the days of infancy, owing to an accident, 
he has been a cripple. One leg is shorter 
than it really ought to be. This fact, how- 
ever, did not curb his nomadic disposition. 
Throughout his childhood he manifested a 
roving tendency, but he was always kept un- 
dér restraint, and for the sake of his moth- 
er he remained at home until he had reached 
his majority. 

But life in. a village of only 1,00 inhabi- 
tants, like Albin, Ind., was not suited to 
young Holicraft’s tastes. He stood the mon- 
otony as long as he could, and then, at the 
ase ~ Ry he quietly pulled up stakes and 
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fter living awhile in Ind and 
Cincinnati he e to St. Louis to plunge 
into the great tide of humanity and enjoy 
the sensation of being nobody and ng 
everybody. In this he was successful, for it 
must be admitted that Mr. Jimmie Holicraft, 
who was the real thing in the village he 
deserted, soon became a social nonentity in 
St. Louis. - 

He never succeeded in rising above the at- 
mosphere of the Levee. He never communi- 
cated with his parents, and was frequently 
without money. The foxes had holes and 
the birds of the air ‘thhad nests, but Jimmie 
Holicraft had not where to hiy his head. 

In this manner he jogged along for several 
years, and actually seemed to enjoy it. He 
was by natureta nomad, and no fate seemed 
hard enough to disconcert him. He man- 
aged to get hold of a small outfit and eked 
out a mean living by sharpéning razors and 
other tools for small barber snops, roust- 
abouts and other charucters along the 
Levee. He was never arrested and seems to 
have developed mo crim‘nal inaincts. He 
merely existed. For some t.me he had been 
making his headquarters at the New York 
House, a cheap Jodging place, at Main and 
Market strects. 

The elder Hollicraft never ceased to 
mourn for the departure of his son, and 
the young man’s mother pined for ‘his re- 
1urn.. But he sent them no message. They 
made hundreds of inquiries concerning his 
whereabouts, and finally received informa- 
tion that he was in St. Loulg. The father 
immediately came to the cfly, in spite of 
_ his 70 years. Last Saturday he registered 

at the Laclede Hotel, and at once went in 
eearch of his son. He visited the Chestnut 
Street Police Station and imparted a 
knowledge of his mission to Sergt.. Dan 
Daly. Patrolman Willlam McCormack, it 
was learned, knew young Hollcraft by 
sight, and he was detailed to find the wan- 
derer. Tuesday afternoon his search was 
successful, and at 2:30 o'clock the prodigal 
#0n Was escorted to the Police Station. 

He was a sight. He had all kinds of 
whiskers, and his clothes were worn and 
old and dirty. He bore the aspect of a 
tramp, but his aged father fell upon his 
neck, hugged him and kisséd him repeated- 
ly, and wee so highly wrought up at seeing 
his son again that Seret. Daly and others 
haa to @eupport him in his excitement. 

“If you will only go home again,” ex- 
claimed the father, ‘‘you need never work 
another day. I am old and will soon pass 

. You shall be my heir. Oh, son, 
for God’s sake, and for the sake your 
heart-broken mothér, come home!’’ 

Thus the old man pleaded in_ piteous 
tones, eatedly, but the son remained ob- 
durate. He seemed to feel no compunction 
for his long desertion of home and parents. 
He was only indifferent and selfish. 

“If I go back home,” he said, “I wf 
never be satisfied. That town is too small 
for me. I would rather stay here in Sst. 

and starve to death.”’ 

In vain the father pleaded, his aged frame 
shaking with emotion. Finally he tried to 
induce his son to go to the home of his 
sister in Kansas, if nowhere else, but even 
this was not ; He hated the 
country, he @eaid, and his only wish was to 
live end die in St. Louis or some other

CITY COUNCIL MEETING. 


Bill for Lafayette Park Beaten by a 
Close Vote. 


A majority and a minority report were 
presented to the City Council Tuesday 
evening by the Committee on Public Im- 
provements on the proposition to widen 
Eighteenth street, from Clark avenue to 
Pine street. 

The majority report was made by Messrs. 
Keyes and eckel. They -recommended 
the adoption of the report of the Commis- 
sion appointed by the courts to assess ben- 
efits and damages. ' 

Mr. Horton reported in favor of rejecting 
it. He was not satisfied with its work. 
Discussion was postponed one week. 

A number of property owners appeared 
before the committee in the afternoon and 
talked against the measure. 

Mr. Kotany introduced four bills, one to 
relieve the Council from approving the 
bonds of weighers; another, to appropriate 
$235 for the Workhouse; a third, to appro- 
priate $600 for the courts, afid a fourth, to 
transfer some money from one fund to an- 
other. : 

Bills to improve Easton avenue, from 
Euclid to Marcus, and to establish Warne 
Avenue Sewer District No. 8, were passed. 

Mr. Uthoff proposed a joint resolution 
providing for a holiday adjournment from 
Dec. 22 to Jan. 8, but withdrew it at the 
suggestion of Mr. Horton, who thought 
matters might arise which would make it 
neceseary to limit the recess. 

In the House the bill appropriating $1,500 
for trees in Lafayette Park was defeated 
by a vote of 11 to 10, after the Committee 
on Ways and Means had reported adversely 
On it.

IS DESPERATE. 


GETTING READY TO FIGHT FOR 
ITS RIGHT TO LIVE. 


CASH TO BE TRIED ON MEMBERS 
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=hose Who Know Expect to See a 
Quantity of Boodle Turned 
Loose at Jefferson City. 


The School Board ring is preparing to 
make a determined fight against the pro- 
posed effort at the approaching session of 
the Legislature, to abolish the board. They 
realize the danger that threatens to deprive 
them of their long-enjoyed opportunities for 
boodling, and are prepared to spend money 
to avert the danger. 

In spite of their protests that the members 
of the board are above reproach, the ex- 
posures of their deals by the Post-Dispatch 
have convinced them that it will be neces- 
sary to make *the public believe they are 
willing to reform some of the abuses. 

To this end the ring and the directors al- 
lied with them :are preparing a stratagem 
on which they rely greatly. 

The efforts of the Judson Committee on 
School Board reform have furnished the 
ring some vathuable pointers, through the 
discussion ore out of the appointment of 
‘he committee, ne of the plans suggested 
was that of securing the services of compe- 
tent men, including a mechanical engineer, 
in addition to the present salaried officers, 
and increasing the authority of the salaried 
officers, who would transact al] schoo] busi- 
ness and merely report % a governing 
board for the approval of their acts. 

The ring has. partially taken the hint, 
but proposes to act upon it only far enough 
to make the public bel.eve they are sincerely 
desirous of remedying abuses. They have 
practically determined upon a proposition 
“Oo gecure the services of some ag ep 
mechanical engineer of known ability to take 
entire charge of the heating, ventilating and 
other equipment of school buildings. The 
proposition is to pay such a man from $5,000 
to $6, a year. He would have entire charge 
of all heating and ventilating contrac:s, 
draw up all plans and specifications, and be 
personally responsible for any criticisms 
that might arise over the letting of such 
contracts. 

The Building Committee under such an 
arrangement would ostensibly have nothing 
to do with.the contracts further than to 
transmit the report of the mechanical engi- 
neer to the Board for approval. 

That is the proposition agreed upon by 
the ring as a strong card. 

Whether it is even intended that the 
proposition shall be adopted by the Board 
is questionable: The next regular meeting 
will not be held until Jan. 12, 1897, so that it 
cannot receive the proposition until after 
the Legislature has convened and the bill 
to abolish the Board, now being framed 
by the joint committee, has been intro- 
duced. - A specified time must elapse after 
that before the Board can act upon it. But 
it is reasoned that the fact that such a 
proposition has been submitted will have 
great moral effect if. properly presented to 
the Legislature. It has not yet developed 
whether the proposition is to be first pre- 
sented to thé Building Committee. 

It is probable that the ring will be disap- 

inted in the effect of the proposition upon 

@ general public. The question will nat- 
urally arise whether the reform will be car- 
ried far enough to include a re-organization 
of the Building Committee, whore have 
been chiefly responsible-dor all the School 
Board scand that havé arisen. 

The proposition necessarily involves the 
discharge of John Kelly, School Board Sup- 
erintendent of Construction and Repa rs. 
This action is Hkely to be considered rather 
tardy. It was la:t September, three months 
ago, that disclosures calling for the investi- 
gation of Mr. Kelly, if not his final dis- 
charge, were brought out by lawyers Alder- 
son and McEntire in the depositions taken in 
the School Bdard injunction proceedings. A 
reputable citizen gave direct testimony as 
to conversations he had with Kelly con- 
cerning a contract for smoke consumers for 
the schools, which practically amounted toa 
demand on Kelly’s rt for a consideration 
for recommending the witness’ article. 

It was not ‘ill the effort to reform the 
Board took definite ape that the proposi- 
tion to discharge and 
a high-class mechanical engineer 
broached. At the time of the disclosures, 
no effort was made by the Board even to 
prove or disprove the charge against Kelly. 
The conditions, too, which the ring pro- 
poses to make a pretense of réforming have 
existed for years. 
It is generally believed that Kelly's duties, 
in addition to supervising the heating ap- 
tus at the schools, include the draw- 
ng of plans and specifications for contracts 
for furnishing heating apparatus It is sel- 
dom that he does any'hing of the kind. 
Instead, such plans and specifications are 
y submitted by the contrac- 
tors biddirg on the work. 
It has become plain the last few days that 
the ring ie desperate. They are determined 
to make one of the bitterest hts that ever 
enlivened a meeti of the souri Legis- 
ture, and this tn the face of the fact that 
whatever action is taken by the Legislature 
can hardly affect the present directors dur- 
ing freely stated thet attempts wil) be made 
resentatives in the halls of the Generai As- 
sembly to lobby against the bill and it is be- 
ing their term of office. They will have rep- 
to use money in accomplishing its defeat.
